From one end of the country to the 
other Interest has centered on the 
murder case of Leo M. Frank, of At­ 
lanta, and almost every one outside of 
Georgia who has given the matter any 
study believes that Frank was found 
guilty without a fair trial and that thf 
courts of Georgia are about to bring 
a great shame of Injustice u;K>n that 
state. 
Frank, a y oung man of Jewish faith 
was superintendent of a pencil factory 
in which (14-y ear-old Alary Phagan was 
emplo y ed. Mary was murdered last 
April, and the body concealed in the 
basement of the Frank factory . 
F r a nk 
a man of excellent character, or tine 
Intellectual attainments, married and 
respected by all who knew him, is the 
last one known to have seen the girl 
befo re her death. 
He was arrested, 
and at once all Atlanta jumped to 
the 
co nclusio n that Frank was guilty . His 
trial was a farce. 
Judge and jury 
feared for their lives, for scenes of 
rio ting and violence were freely pre­ 
dicted unless the jury convicted 
Repeated efTorts to give Frank a 
new trial have failed. 
The stato su­ 
preme court lias no authority to re­ 
v erse cases where no error of law 
waB committed. Two justices of the 
United States supreme court have 
re 
fused to Interfere on ground of lack 
of jurisdiction. It Is a situation where 
the formal construction of the law is 
deemed of more consequence than the 
life of a man whom a great majority 
of unprejudiced observers believe is 
Innocent. Frank does not ask release. 
JJe demands a new trial under condi­ 
tions warranting a fair weighing of 
ev idence. No one could ask less. 
Apparently the only possible escape 
for Frank—the only chance the state 


h a s to avoid the crime of killing a 


m an convicted without due process of 
law—is for tbf governor of Georgia to 
Intervene. 
Ana the best moral sense 
of the people of America is demand­ 
ing such an eleventh-hour interven­ 
tion. 
In the name of civilization, 
which 
prejudiced 
Atlanta outraged 
when Frank was on trial, the governor 
of Georgia ought to give this man a 
chance.
